SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine entitled Australian Hot Talk No.48, contains sexually explicit material 
with descriptions of sexual activity and depictions of male and female nudity and 
sexual activity. 

The text is made up of letters which explicitly describe sexual activity experienced by 
various people. The letters are categorised according to the type of sex the 
participants engage in, such as, Threesomes or Female Domination. 

The photographs accompanying the letters depict men and women naked and semi- 
naked engaged in various sexual activity. The focus of the photographs is genitalia 
and sexual activity. Three of the photographs depict only genitals which present men 
and women as body parts rather than whole people. The dehumanising manner of 
these three photographs are counterbalanced by the rest of the photographs which 
depict men and women as whole people. 

Due to the depictions of explicit nudity and text, the Classification Office finds that the 
availability of the magazine is likely to be injurious to the public good unless it is made 
available to an adult audience. The final classification restriction has to be balanced 
with section 14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. The restriction of section 
14 of the NZBR Act is reasonable and justified in view of the extent, degree and 
manner of the depictions and descriptions of sexual activity and the intended purpose 
of the magazine. The Classification Office therefore classifies Australian Hot Talk No. 
48 namely: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 
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
